tional peace, and prevent a peaceful actllement of dbputci* be- 
tween nations; that it ought to be made impossible for any per- 
son or corporation to make money out of war."

amount of publicity. But the most conspicuous feature about their ( 
treatment of this resolution is their silence. What tftcy didn't say 
in advocacy of it would fill volumes.

Whether they are right or not ordinarily, they are both wrong 


and dangerous when it comes to the manufacture of the munitions of 
war. 


And for these reasons. 
Individuals or corporations manufacturing goods that arc only 


of use in war languish in peace and prosper in times of battle. 
It is 


Iranian nature for them to want war, since it means enormous profits. 
They are, therefore, as Senator Cumining states, a constant centre of 
menace to peace. 


These private concerns, representing the vast capital needed in 


such business, affect bankers and politicians and the thousands of 
common people influenced by great wealth units, and thus breed and 
foster the destructive microbes of militarism. 


The making of war material is a natural monopoly. It is con- 


trary to public policy that it be made a matter of competition and 
private profit. 


In. war the entire business life of a nation suffers. Taxes in- 


crease. Commerce is interfered with. Markets ate disorganized. 
laWufaeturers are paralyzed. Everybody suffers. And it is mon- 
strous that on* group of men should pile up vast gains at a time 
when all others are losing. 


No man nor set of men should be allowed to prosper upon the 


calamity of his country. 


Eventually the people, all the people, and especially the work- 


ers, must pay the bills for war preparedness. The government can 
make arms and armament cheaper than private enterprise. 
Tho 


profits upon privately made war goods are extravagant. It is there- 
fore to the interest of the people that war munitions be the subject 
of government monopoly. 


If it is necessary to kill men under any cjjrcumRjauejyi and to de- 


stroy the works of men, all the business of manufacturing destructive 
machinery should be as strictly a governmental affair as the decla- 
ration and conduct of war itself. 


And lastly, if congress should adopt the policy indicated by 


Senator Cummins, we shall all be amazed as the LOR Angeles Tribune 
points out, "at the suddenness wherewith some of the loudest shriek- 
em for preparedness fall into eternal silence."

13.—The 
flrst 


practical step to place in operation 
President Wilson's scheme for mobil- 
ixing the nation's industrial resources

MYSTERY OF THE MOLE. 


He Live* In the Dark, Y«t Yearns For 


th« Midday Sun. 


There is a great mystery about the 


moles. They live In the dark under- 
ground, but yet they are sun worship- 
ers. Just-at the hour of noon, when 
the sun is at its highest point in tbe 
sky, the mole often cornea to the sur- 
face. It is a habit of tbe race, a kind 
of religious observance, one might 
think. 


Seldom does a mole willingly make 


its appearance In the upper world at 
any other time of tbe day. but at that 
moment they come of their own ac 
cord. This fact, which has been ob- 
served again and again, baa never been 
explained by naturalists. 


But, remembering tbe common belief 


that a mote is blind, you may ask. 
"How can it see the sun?" The myth 
of tbe blindness of moles has been 
brushed away. Some species perhaps 
cannot see, but moat of them can. 
Their eyes are very small and bidden 
in the flue hair, but they serve as or- 
gans of vision. 


Still, they can have very little u 


for them underground. Any leaklnga 
of daylight that may penetrate there 
must be extremely faint, and if tbelr 
eyes were meant to enable them to see 
with'so little illumination they ought 
to be large and free from obstruction, 
whereas they are minute and tbatcked 
with hair. But such eyes may be par- 
ticularly well suited for an occasional 
look at tbe blinding sun.—New York 
Journal.

To piovide good, succulent pastute 


for the swine, a few acres should he 
seeded to rape, according to J. S. Cof 
fey. of the Animal Husbandry Dept, 
Ohio State University. Rape seeded 
early in April should be ready for 
pasture eaily in June, i fthe season 
is favorable and the sSoil fertile. Or- 
dinarily an acre of rape will furnish 
enough pasture for two sows and fif- 
teen pigs during the summer and fall. 
Dward Essex is regarded as the best 
variety to plant and geneially costs 


about 15 cents per pounJ. Ordinarily 
the i ape is sown by itself on a care- 
lully prepared seed bed at the »ate of 


or 6 pounds pei acre. It may be 


bioadcasted or' dulled and some pre- 
fer to sow it in rows 16 inches apart 


thus making lanes for the swine to 
walk in, so that the loss from tramp- 
ing is lessened.
